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The total number of German engineers and technicians now employed in Yugoslavia 
ia approximately 500. 


The Slevene Government plans to export 60,000 cubic meters of fire wood to the 
USSR in 19h)7. 


The two textile factories in Kran] are producing a total of 12,000 to 246,000 
meters of textile matariais daily. Most of the production is destined for 
expert to the USSR. 


The whole of the cube sugar ("wirfelaucker") production of Yugoslavia, 
estimated at 30 tons dally, is exported to the USSR. 


Owing to a serious shortage of celiulese, the paper industry 2 Slovenia 
may shortly be obliged to reduce production drastically. 


With a view to making full use of available manpower, the Slovene and Croatian 
Govermments are gradually replacing where possible all men employed in light 
work by women. This policy already reflects itself in the substitution of 
female labor for male labor on all. buses and streetcars in Ljubljana ami 
Zagreb. Male labor will be redirected into heavy industry. 
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
